After a two-hour bargaining ses- 


sion, President Philip Murray of 
the striking union issued a joint 
statement which said John R. 
Steelman, presidential 
assistant, 


asked both sides to stand by. 


Issue Statement 


The statement by Murray and 


Vice President Joseph M. Larkin 
of Bethlehem Steel said: 


"We have continued our discus- 


sions this morning and are still 
in disagrement. We have reported 
that by telephone to Dr. Steelman. 
He has requested that we stand 
by for further word from him." 


Murray told newsmen he expect- 


ed to hear from Steelman within 
a few hours. 


Steelman telephoned both union 


and industry representatives from 
Washington Monday and insisted 
on a new try for peace in the 
strike that has idled about 1}£ mil- 
lion workers.

Reject Appeals 


As the peace talks were being 


set up, the Office of Price Stabili- 
zation. Dejected appeals .of three 
companies for price boosts rang- 
ing from $5.50 to $6 a ton.

June 27. 1939, of murdering his 
father by putting poison in his 
root beer, will have his second 
trial when he appears in Circuit 
court here July 23 before Judge 
Robert Bracken. 


Gronewald had filed a petition 


for post-conviction hearing, charg- 
ing that his confession. had been 
forced from him by Sheriff James 
White, and one time State's Atty. 
Don Crowell, how an Oregon at- 
torney. 


He will be brought to Oregon 


from the state penitentiary July 19 
to confer with his two attorneys, 
who were appointed for him yester- 
day by the court, Gerald K. Garard 
and William Hinkle, both of Ore- 
gon. 


Exhume Body 


Gronewald's father, John, died 


May 27, 1939, and it was first be- 
lieved that his death was caused 
by apoplexy. Rumors about Ore- 
gon and talk by Gronewald's sis- 
ter, B«ia, - now' at'i'thV 
Nursing: home, Dixon, finally Jed 
to the exhuming' of the body from 
a Grand Detour cemetery. 


An autoposy Indicated that the 


father had died following a dose 
of poison and, after investigation 
by White and Crowell, the then 51- 
year-old Gronewald was indicted 
on June 23—four days less than a 
month after the murder.

ment than it did a fe^ years ago,' 
he says. "The average Illinoi 
farm is larger than it was 10 year, 
ago'. Jn the face of the shortage o 
larm labor, this means that more 
of the work must be done by ma 
chinery. 


"High levels of production are 


necessary not only to provide the 
lasic commodities me voiid needs, 
but also to justify the large invest- 
ment in modern agriculture," Ge- 
1 ant asserts. 


"In recent months, faimershave 


been faced with rising costs of the 
things they buy and lower prices 
of the things they sell. Production 
is the key to keeping agriculture 
piofitable." 


To fill their need for capital, 


farmers, have turned mostly to the 
banks throughout the state, accord- 
ing to Gehant. Quoting from the 
eleventh annual national survey of 
agriculture lending bv the agricul- 
tural commission of the American 
Bankers association, he noted that 


"the vast majority of farm loans 
made by banks are tor production 
and operating requirements. 


"In 1951, the last full year of 


operation, Illinois banks serving 
agricultural 
communities loaned 


5388,665,000 to 116,797 farmers for 
all types of financia- needs. Of 
this amount, $373,747,000 was bor- 
lowed by 114,597 farmers to finance 
production and operating needs. 
This compares with 97,646 produc- 
tion loans,' totaling 
$224,019,000, 


during 1950. These production loan 
•vere quickly repaid, too, and onl 
$207,553,000 were outstanding a 
the end of 1951." 


The year 1951 was marked by a 


very small increase in the total o 
bank-held farm mortgage 
debt 


indicating that this type of borrow 
ing is being kept to a minimum 
Gehant points out.

A woman serving as house moth-

the institution, Director Hoehler 
said, include 1 bacteriologist, i 
chaplain, 1 dietitian. 2 medical 
students, 1 pediatrician. 1 pharma 
cist, 2 physicians, l psychiatric 
social worker, 2 psychiatrists, l 
supervising nurse and 56 attend- 
ants. 


The pay range for bacteriologists 


is $211 to $330; chaplains, $300 to 
$460; dietitians. $230 to $360; se- 
nior medical students, $211; pedia- 
.trician, $480 to $720; pharmacists, 
$250 to $330; physicians, $450 to 
$660; psychiatric social workers, 
$280 to $360; ; psychiatrists. S500 
to $660; supervising nurses, .$310 
to $400. and attendants, $160 to 
$230. 


"The personnel problem is acute 


in all of the state's nine major 
hospitals for the mentally ill," said 
Director Hoeh'ler. 


Recruiting Hurts- 


He pointed out that continual re- 


cruitment by defense industries 
and other public and private agen- 
cies is one of the major causes. 
They are able to offer a higher pay 
level and less exacting working 
conditions. This has tended to de- 
plete state hospital staffs.

WASHINGTON-(AP)-The Civil 


Service Commission today took 
away from the National Production 
Authority the right to hire its own 
worker* because of irregularities 
in selecting employes last year. 


It called for "corrective action" 


—meaning dismissal or new as- 
signments — for 
possibly more 


than 100 NPA employes. In some 
cases, the commission said, vet- 
erans' preference in hiring was ig- 
nored. 


The commission ruled that all 


future NPA hiring must be re- 
ferred for prior approval to the 
Department of Commerce, the par- 
ent organization of the emergency 
pioduction agency. 


Commerce department and NPA 


officials, questioned on the charges, 
said they will carry out the com- 
mission's orders completely and 
will co-operate fully in matters of 
hiring. 


They did not deny that abuses 


had occurred, but said they were 
in 1951 when NPA was striving to 
build a staff quickly to deal with a 
mushrooming load of work in ad- 
ministering priority and allocation 
controls. 


The unusual announcement ,by 


the Civil Service Commission said 
that 11 per cent of NPA's ap- 
pointees above the salary level of 
S3.410 a year were ineligible for 
their jobs at the time they were 
hired.

commission said, 


showed that the defense agency 
took on workers who were not on 
the civil service registers, while 
at the same time rejecting all 
names on the official lists of civil 
service eligibles.

How to Break 
Backtracking

"Just beyond that oak to the 


right,"-! "called, pointing so that 
Jack'-could'spot the line. "Go over 
slowly and call the pup toward you, 
not insistently but so that he works 
his way over. If he doesn't come, 
walk in, pick him up and carry him 
over to the new line." 


Backtracking was the problem 


facing Jack. He had a very prom- 
ising pup in Downbeat—develop- 
ing nicely — but suddenly taken 
to-.running the line in reverse. 
Jack wanted 
%to know how to break 


this habit. As a backtracking dog 
fe useless and as I would be free 
the next Saturday, we had agreed 
to tackle the job together. 


Even the most enthusiastic dogs 


can get into a backtracking habu 
and they can have good noses, 
too. It's a matter of not knowing 
that a new line can be found some- 
where whenever a check is over- 
run. 


» * * 


As all rabbit hunters and most 


careful observers of bunny bchav- 
' ior know, a rabbit is not hard 
pressed by a beagle—beagle size 
being kept within such limits as 
will not discourage a rabbit from 
circling in Its homo territory. 


A rabbit scurries off on a line 


and, after building up a quick lead 
of a hundred yards or so, squats 
an'd listens. As the pursuers ap- 
proach, the rabbit take's-off at an 
angle or another line. 
, 


This stopping and taking off in 


another 
direction 
constitutes a 


"check." Dogs running the line 
overrun the check and failing to' 
find the new line cither lose the 
trail altogether or run the'old line 
back. 


In breaking 
the 
backtracking 


habit it is important to watch 
ahead and', see where the rabbit 
has stopped and where the new 
line has been established.^ This 
requires some agility, careful ob- 
servation and a bit of luck thrown 
in. Practice is very 'helpful and 
oldtimers can oftentimes outguess 
a'rabbit because of their knowl- 
edge of rabbit behavior.

Jack moved quietly over to the 


line I'd seen the bunny run while 
I stood ten feet back on the old 
line to Intercept the dog if he 
started running it back. 


Meanwhile Downbeat was quar- 


tering frantically trying to unravel 
the mystery, but loo far out. He 
was too interested to be peisuad- 
ed by voice, so Jack went over 
to him, picked him up gently and 
put him on the line. The frustrat- 
ed whining immediately changed 
to a couple of ecstatic chops and 
a long falsetto wail as he set out 
to run the new line down.'

But isolationism vs. internation-

It has been said flatly that Eis- 


enhower's-victory was the triumph 
of the younger wing of the party 
over the Old Guard. 
At Chicago 


it was. Whether it's a permanent 
triumph will be shown in congress 
next year if the Republicans win a 
majority of the seats. 


But there were other, and im- 


portant, forces working in Chi- 
cago: A large chunk of personal 
self-interest among the delegates 
themselves; morality; some'smart 
political tactics and some wretched 
ones; perhaps some symbolism; 
and faith; and hate. 


Majority Liked Taft 


It is possible a majority of the 


1,206 
delegates actually preferred 


Taft, who has been a longtime 
party faithful, to Eisenhower, who 
is a Johnny-come-lately in Repub- 


lican politics, because a majority 
may have felt closer to the sen- 
ator's thinking than to the gen- 
eral's. 


But for many of the delegates— 


those holding city or state offices 
or looking for them this year- 
there was a practical problem: 
which, Taft or Eisenhower, seemed 
to have the better chance of win- 
ning in November. 
The answer 


was important 'to the delegates 
with a stake in jobs, for a Repub- 
lican sweep would carry them in, a 
Democratic sweep

And the public opinion polls, plus
